Haven city police officer who 
went without his usual bullet- 
proof vest last night was slain 
early today as he stopped a man 
during an investigation - 


Patrolman 
Michael 


McAllister, 39, and father of five 
children, was struck in the 
heart and stomach by two 
bullets from a 9mm handgun as 
he sought to frisk the" man, 
South Haven -police reported 
His death was the third violent 
killing in the South Ha\en area 
in recent weeks

North Shore drive, had at- 
tempted to flag him down just 
before he got home. 


McAllister, alone in his patrol 


car, spotted a man walking 
along North Shore drive, about a 
quarter mile north of the apart- 
ments and pulled over to ques- 
tion him At about the same 
lime, Lt Larrj Blld of South 
Haven city police, had pulled up 
behind McAllister's patrol car 


Police said Lt 
Blld saw 


McAllister get out of his car and 
as McAllister was attempting to 
frisk the man, the man whirled

McAllister died at 
South 


Haven Community hospital at 
4:05 a.m., according to police. 
Otto Buelow, South Haven city 
police chief, said McAllister 
was: shot once in the chest and 
once in the stomach. He said 
McAllister normally : Wore a 
bullet-proof vest, but did not 
have one on when he was shot. It 
was not learned why he failed to 
wear the vest last night. 


McAllisler had been a South 


Ha\cn police officer for 5'/i 
years.'Prior to that he was a 
Covert police officer and former 
member of the Cook county, 111., 
sheriff's department. 


Mr. McAllister resided.with 


his wife, Esteller, and family at 
Brentwood Estates, route 3, 
Coloma He was born Sept 16, 
1936, in Birmingham, Ala., and 
was a veteran of the Korean 
conflict. 


Surviving are his widow; two 


sons, Cory and Gregory; two 
stepsons, Earl and Carthis, all 
at home; a stepdaughter, Tren- 
na, at home; his mother, Mrs.

Article I of the U.S. Constitution in 


creating the powers and responsibili- 
ties of Congress says, among other 
things 


"And for any speech or debate in 


either 
House 
(the Senators and 


Representatives) shall not be ques- 
tioned in any other place " 
•" Through the years this clause has 
been utilized primarily as a defense 
against libel. The courts have cons- 
trued it to confer an absolute privilege 
to suing a Congressman for what he 
Oitjy say in the course of official con- 
duct regardless of how scurrilous the 
remarks may be 


Until a few months, days actually, 


ago, no one in the legal profession 
believed 
the 
clause 
applied 
to 


members of a state legislature. For 
that very apprehension most slate 
constitutions 
incorporate 
similar 


wording. 


The reason for the federal clause 


and its local counterparts is a policy 
matter Legislators should be free to 
examine and,debate a question bear- 
ing on the public interest irrespective 
flt how they may trod upon private 
toes" Inhibiting such investigation by 
the threat of a libel or slander suit, or 
other legal maneuvering could hamper 
action;on behalf of the public. 
.-Last year the federal district attor- 
ney's 
office 
at Chicago brought 


criminal proceedings against three 
former 
members 
of, the, 
Illinois 


legislature charging them with using 
their official positions to extort kick- 
backs from car rental firms. 


In May the district trial judge 


banned the introduction of the legisla- 
ture's journal showing the voting 
records of the three defendants on 
certain propositions related to• car, 
leasing, as well as statements made by 
them in debate and committee ses- 
sions on the subject. The D.A. argued 
unsuccessfully that this line of conduct 
proved the indictment's assertion of 
illegal behavior. 


This week the Court of Appeals at 


Chicago sustained the evidentiary 
suppression by a 2-1 vote. 


The majority opinion scrapped the 


long held view within the legal profes- 
sion that the limited wording in Article 
1 is of restricted'application. 


Rather, stated the majority, the 


clause creates a federal common law 
privilege on speech and debate in the 
state legislatures. 


Its opinion then proceeded to say, in 


effect, that unless Congress, trios its, 
hand at writing a constitutionally 
sound statute making abuse of a local 
office a federal offense, the respon- 
sibility lies with the slates to maintain 
purity within their legislative halls 


The dissenting judge held the clause 


in Article I cannot be expanded into an 
umbrella for state legislators simply 
because its wording is directed 
specifically to members of Congress: 


The D A. announced he will appeal 


the verdict to the Supreme Court and 
until that august body may rule on the 
question, the appellate opinion.ac- 
tually applies only to the territorial 
expanse of that court. Appellate courts 
and trial judges in other circuits are 
free to disregard it. 


If words are to be given the same 


meaning as they are written^ the dis- 
senting judge has the right of it. 


His!associates may have been ini- 


' pulled to add language where.:hone 


exists as another exercise in judicial 
' policy, namely, that local crime should 
be controllable at the local level and 
the responsibility ought not.be shifted 
off to the federal government. 


While the opinion docs hot say so in 


black and white, it is fairly detectable 
between the lines. 


Should the Supreme Court accept the 


majority's view reasonably close to the 
opinion's reasoning, this might in- 
dicate the federal judiciary, thinks it 
time to pull back Uncle Sam's nose 
from many of the local affairs into 
which it now intrudes.

to it a civilian yvoe imposed upon their 
nonmililary residents.

original force.

WASHINGTON — When com- 


posing 
the 
Declaration of 


Independence, the founders 
.listed 
26 specific charges 


against King George III, one of 
which was that he had "erected 
a multitude of new Offices and 
sent hither Swarms of Officers ; 
lo harass our people, and eat out 


• their Substance." 


George was nol the first 


American 'ruler 
with 
this 


predilection, however, and riot 
the last. Every monarch before 
and since 1776 has sent his of-'-' 
liters to harass the people — 
especially since, the meddling 
having grown apace with the 
Republic. 


The harassment has perhaps 


been largely, well meaning. God 
save us from the government's 
good heart. In an effort to pro- . 
tcel-the people who buy au- 
tomobiles, for example, official 
meddlers have cost them at 
least $15 billion over the past 
decade (the price of federally' 
mandated industrial regulation) - 
and some observers believe the 
pocket picking in .the next 
decade may be as much as $150 
billion. 
- 


One small illustration of,the 


regulatory menace concerns the 
recent federal meddling- in .the 
matter of the last of America's 
covered wagons. The vehicles; 
part of the new world progress 
since the time of the pilgrims, 
have a timeless design and yir-, 
.tually unassailable durability 
that retnains-valuable1 even 
today in at least one industry, 
sheep herding. Built with a low 
center of gravity for stability, 
and with simplicity of architec- 
ture for economy, the covered 
wagon has been the shepherd's 
safe and snug mobile home for. 
uncounted generations. . 


Now, however, the govern- 


ment is not satisfied with "the 
wagon's composition. 'Though 
no one can cite a fair reason, 
Swarms of Officers arc inspect- 
ing each of the vehicles left in 


America and harassing their 
owners. There are no windows 
in the wagons, for one thing, so 
the government has insisted 
such be placed lo the rear of 
each vehicle, not less than.24 
inches square: And the sleeping 
space for shepherds is also ob- 
jectionable, say the Swarms. 
.Thus the Labor Department has 
ruled thai where two bunked In 
a wagon before, only one may do 
so henceforth: 'V ' 


Furthermore, gracious sakes, 


the wagon stoves burn wood

prefers propane, and the dated

ficers, none of whom

shepherds, have made up their 
minds and to hell with logic.

- likewise: expensive. It costs 


about'»H» to install a - sigh — 
window in a wagon. Worse, the 
one • man - to • a - wagon 
regulation 
necessitates, 
in 


many cases, a. doubling of the 
number of working wagons, at 
$1,500 to, »,000 per unit: This is 
an industry that is already 
shaky. In Idaho, for instance, 
hard times depleted the herd 
size by eight per cent last year, 
will probably do so again this 
year, making the flock the 
smallest in memory. 


No doubt some woolgrowcrs 


will give up entirely now, rather 
than pay the. government's price 
for struggling on.

Openness., Candor 


Still Lacking 


WASHINGTON - When he 


was inaugurated: the nation's 
first appointed president a year 
and a half ago, Gerald ford 
promised, "I expect to follow 
my instincts of-openness and 
candor with fullconfidenec that 
honesty is always the best policy 
in the end." 


But his "New Year's present' 


from the National Press Club 
here'was a study which reported 
that while the atmosphere at the 
White House is definitely less 
hostile than during the Nixon 
administration, the "openness" 
and "candor" leave something 
to be desired. 


In terms of numbers, Ford is 


clearly ahead of the secretive 
Nixon in quantity of press 
conference and press inter- 
views. He is, however, only 
running about even with Lyndon 
Johnson In his later years and 
far behind Johnson in the early- 
years. 


Yet it is the quality of the 


President's public remarks that 
.is the real rub, not just the 
number of times he may say 
something. 
• 


Actually, 
it 
all 
sounds 


familiar and may mean that 
things are more normal in 
Washington than the country 
lias reason to believe after the 
shocks of the past couple years. 
Presidents can't have friends 
and can't have enemies and 
can't talk freely. They can only 
have interests. Ditto for press 
secretaries. 


Every modern press secre- 


tary in turn (Ron Nessen is only 
the latest) has innevitably in- 
furiated the reporters whose job 
it is to cover the President's 
activities. That's because his 
paid task is not lo tell the public 
what they have a right lo know 
but to tell only what the 
President thinks they ought to 
know, which is definitely not the 
same thing. 


The National Press Club 


report protests that Ncsscn too 
often docs nol have adequate 
information to answer ques- 
tions: "The daily press briefing 
has slid from adversary to an- 
tagonist," noted Bonnie Angck) 
of Time magazine in the report. 


"I think the job any press 
secretary does is limited by the 
wishes and commands of his 
master," observed Robert Pier- 
point of CBS. 


It is a myth that ford is-any 


more frank about troublesome 
or embarrassing questions than 
were John Kennedy and John- 
son. By comparison with Nixon, 
of course, he appears to be 
honesty personified. But that Is 
nol a responsible contrast, 
because Nixon had horrible 
secrets lo hide beyond those of 
any other president.' 


Ford .has not yet developed 


what 
might be called 
a 


"credibility gap," but he is not 
dealing with a war, as Johnson 
was, in which each'.', over-op-: 
timislic claim, wrong assump- 
tion or misleading simplifica- 
tion 
became. magnified a; 


hundred times over. Ford's 
troubles are not yet big enough., 
But these troubles will grow as 
(he ' presidential campaign 
develops;- 
• 


Presidents (like most people) 


like the press .when the reports 
are favorable and resent it when, 
there is criticism. If Ford docs 
well in the early primaries 
against Ronald Reagan, his. 
press relations will probably be. 
very pleasant; If he docs badly, 
they will be rotten.

Expanding 
Legislative Immunity 


Article I of the U.S. Constitution in 
creating the powers and responsibili­ 
ties of C'oni^ress says, anioni' other 
th in irs; 
“ And for any speech or debate in 
either 
House 
(the 
Senators 
and 
R epresentatives) shall not be quc's- 
tionod in any other place.” 
Through the years this claust» has 
been utilized primarily as a defense 
against libel. The courts have cons­ 
trued it to confer an absolute privil(‘ge 
to suing a Congr(‘ssm an for what he 
may say in the course of official con­ 
duct regardless of how scurrilous the 
remarks may b<\ 
Until a few m onths, days actually, 
ago, no one in the legal profession 
believed 
the 
clause 
applied 
to 
m em lxT s of a state legislature. P^or 
that very apprehension most state 
constitutions 
incorporate 
sim ilar 
wording. 
The reason for the federal clause 
and Its local counterparts is a pc^licy 
matter. Legislators should be free to 
exam ine and debate a question bear­ 
ing on the public interest irrespective 
of how they may trod upon private 
toes. Inhibiting such investigation by 
the threat of a libel or slander suit, or 
other l(‘gal maneuviTing could hampcT 
action on behalf of tlu* public. 
Last year the fed(‘ral district attor­ 
ney’s 
office 
at

brought 
crim inal proc(‘edings against three 
former 
m em bers 
of 
the 
Illinois 
legislature charging them with using 
their official positions to extort kick­ 
backs from car rental firms. 
In 
May 
the district 
trial judge 
banned the introduction of the legisla­ 
ture’s journal showing the voting 
records of the three defendants on 
certain propositions related to car 
leasing, as well as statem ents made by 
them in debate and com m ittee s e s ­ 
sions on the subject. The D.A. argued 
unsuccessfully that this line of conduct 
proved the indictm en t’s assertion of 
illegal behavior.

suppression by a 2-1 vote 
The majority opinion scrapped the 
long held view within the l(*gal profes­ 
sion that the limited wording in Article 
I is of restricted application. 
Kather, stated the majority, the 
clause creates a federal common law 
pnvilegi* on sp(‘ech and di*bate in the 
state logislatures. 
Its opinion then proceeded to say, in 
effect, that unless Congress tries its 
hand at writing a constitutionally 
sound statute making abuse of a local 
offic(‘ a federal offense, the respon­ 
sibility lies with the states to maintain 
purity within their legislative halls. 
Th(‘ dissenting judge held the clause 
in Article I cannot be expanded into an 
umbrella for state legislators simply 
b(‘cause 
its 
wording 
is 
directed 
sp(‘cifically to mcMnbers of (’ongress. 
The D.A. announc(‘d he will appeal 
th(‘ verdict to the Supreme Court and 
until that august body may rule on the 
(pii‘stion, the appellate opinion ac­ 
tually applies only to the territorial 
(‘xpanse of that court. Appellate courts 
and trial judges in other circuits are 
free to disregard it 
If words are to be givtMi the sam e 
meaning as they are written, the dis­ 
senting judge has the right of it. 
His associates may have been im ­ 
pelled to add language where none 
exists as another exercise in judicial 
policy, nam ely, that local crime should 
be controllable at the local level and 
the responsibility ought not be shifted 
off to the federal government. 
While the opinion does not say so in 
black and white, it is fairly detectable 
between the lines. 
Should the Supreme Court accept the 
m ajority’s view reasonably close to the 
opinion’s reasoning, this might in­ 
dicate the federal judiciary thinks it 
tim e to pull back Uncle Sam ’s nose 
from many of the local affairs into 
which it now intrudes.

Government 


By Harrassment 


W ASHINGTON — When cotn- 
posing 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence, 
the 
founders 
listed 
26 
spt*cific 
charges 
against King Gt*orge III, one of 
which was that he had “erected 
a multitude of new Offices and 
sent hither Swarms of Officers 
to harass our people, and eat out 
their Substance.” 
(ieorge was not the first 
American 
ruler 
with 
this 
predilection, however, and not 
the last. Ever> monarch before 
and sincc 1776 has sent his of­ 
ficers to harass the people — 
especially since, the meddling 
having grown apace with the 
Republic. 
The harassmc'nt has perhaps 
bc*t'n largely well meaning. God 
save us from the government’s 
g(M)d heart. In an effort to pro­ 
tect the people who buy au­ 
tomobiles. for example, official 
mc*ddlers have cost them at 
least $15 billion over the past 
decade (the price of federally 
mandatcKi industrial regulation) 
and some observers l>elieve the 
pocket picking in the next 
decade may be as much as $150 
billion. 
One small illustration of the 
regulator>’ menace concerns the 
rc'cent federal meddling in the 
m atter of the last of America’s 
covered wagons. The vehiclc^. 
part of the new world progress 
sincc* the time of the pilgrims, 
have a timeless design and vir­ 
tually unassailable durability 
that rem ains valuable even 
today in at least one industry, 
slu*ep herding. Built with a low 
cc'ntc'r of gravity for stability, 
and with simplicity of architc*c*- 
ture for economy, the covered 
wagon has lx*t*n the shepherd’s 
safe and snug mobile home for 
uncounted generations. 
Now, however, the govern­ 
ment is not satisfied with the 
wagon’s composition. Though 
no one can cite a fair reason. 
Swarms of Officers are lnspc*c-t- 
Ing each of the vehicles left In 


America and harassing their 
owners. There are no windows 
in the wagons, for one thing, so 
the government has insisted 
such be placed to the rear of 
each vehicle, not less than 24 
inches square. And the sleeping 
space for shepherds is also ob­ 
jectionable, say the Swarms. 
Thus the Labor Department has 
ruled that where two bunked in 
a wagon before, only one may do 
so henceforth. 
Furtherm ore, gracious sakes, 
the wagon stoves bum wood 
whereas 
the 
governm ent 
prefers propane, and the dated 
canvas coverings should cer­ 
tainly 
be 
replaced 
by 
aluminum. Never mind that 
propane causes fumes, and 
aluminum 
upsets 
wagon 
stability. The Swarms of Of­ 
ficers, 
none 
of whom 
are 
shepherds, have made up their 
minds and to hell with logic. 
The harassments are not just 
pesky, of course, they are 
likewise expensive. It costs 
about $100 to install a — sigh — 
window in a wagon. Worse, the 
one - man - to • a - wagon 
regulation 
necessitates, 
in 
many cases, a doubling of the 
number of working wagons, at 
$1,500 to. $2,000 per unit. This Is 
an industry that is already 
shaky. In Idaho, for instance, 
hard tim es depleted the herd 
size by eight per cent last year, 
will probably do so again this 
year, making the flock the 
smallest in memory. 
No doubt some woolgrowers 
will give up entirely now, rather 
than pay the government’s price 
for struggling on. And so the 
Swarms of Officers will have 
truly eaten out their substance. 
Sad. 
As Idaho St*n. 
Jam es 
Mc^’lure says it. this one small 
harassm ent “ Illustrates what 
the founders knew, that the heel 
of despots 
feels 
the 
sam e 
whether it is on the tyrant’s lxM)t 
or the shoes of numberlc*ss 
bureaucrats.” 


Openness, Candor 


Still Lacking 


WASHINGTON - When he 
was inaugurated the nation’s 
first appointed president a year 
and a half ago, (Jerald F'ord 
promist*d, “ I expect to follow' 
my instincts of openness and 
candor with full confidence that 
honesty is always the best policy 
in tlu* end.” 
But his New Yc*ar’s present 
from the National Press Club 
here was a study w hich re|>orted 
that while the atmosphere at the 
White House is definitely less 
hostile than during the Nixon 
administration, the “ oi>enness” 
and “ candor” leave something 
t(( be deslrcxl. 
In term s of numbers. Ford is 
clearly ahead of the secretive 
Nixon 
m quantity of press 
conference and prc*ss mtcT- 
views. He is, h(»wever, only 
running about c*ven with Lyndon 
Johnson in his later years and 
far bc*hind Johnson in the early 
years. 
^ct it is the quality of the 
Prc'sident's public rem arks that 
IS the real rub, not just the 
num ber of tim es he may say 
somcHhing. 
Actually, 
it 
all 
sounds 
fam iliar and may mean that 
things are m ore normal m 
Washington than the country 
has reason to believe after the 
shocks of the past couple years. 
Presidents can't have friends 
and can’t have enem ies and 
can’t talk freely. They can only 
have interests. Ditto for press 
sc*cretaries. 
Every modern press secre­ 
tary in turn (Ron Nessen is only 
the latest) has Innevltably m- 
furiati*d the reporters whose job 
it IS to cover the P resident’s 
activities. T hat’s because his 
paid task is not to tell the public 
w hat thev have a right to know 
but 
to 
tell 
only 
what 
the 
Pi esident thinks they ought to 
know, u hich is definitely not the 
same thing. 
The 
National 
Press 
Club 
report protests that Nessen too 
often doc*s not have adequate 
information to answ er ques­ 
tions. “ The daily press briefing 
has slid from adversary to an­ 
tagonist.” nntc*d Bonnie Angelo 
of Time magazine in the report. 


“ I think the job any press 
secretary does Is limited by the 
wishes and commands of his 
m aster,” observed Robert Pier- 
pcunt of CBS. 
It is a myth that ford is any 
more frank about troublesome 
or em barrassing questions than 
v^ere John Kennedy and John­ 
son. By comparison with Nixon, 
of course, he appc*ars to be 
honesty personified. But that Is 
not 
a 
responsible 
contrast, 
bi*cause Nixon had horrible 
secrets to hide beyond those of 
any other president. 
F'ord has not yet developed 
what 
m ight 
h^ 
called 
a 
“crt*diblllty gap.” but he Is not 
dealing with a war. as John.son 
was. m which each over-op- 
tim istlc claim , wrong assum p­ 
tion or m isleading sim plifica­ 
tion 
bt'cam e 
magnified 
a 
hundred tim es (»ver. F'ord’s 
troubles are not yet big enough. 
But these troubles will grow as 
the 
presidential 
cam paign 
develops. 
Presidents (like most jx'ople) 
like the press when the reports 
are favorable and resent it when 
there is criticism. If Ford does 
well m the early prim aries 
against Ronald Reagan, his 
prc'ss relations will probably be* 
ver>- pic'asant; If he does badly, 
they will be rotten. You can bet 
on It.

breakthroughs. But to get ins- 
titutional changes, proof of 
discrimination and mistreat- 
ment is required. Research on 
women is beginning to provide 
nut only the tools essential for 
achieving change, but the tools 
necessary for determining the 
direction the change must take

be

Evangeline Askin has one 
employer, the St. Joseph school 
system, but she works in two 
different worlds. 
Mrs Askin teaches kinder­ 
garten at Jefferson elementary 
school in the mornings. 
In the afternoons she changes 
worlds and teaches business 
classes at 
St. Joseph high 
school. 
She says it’s no problem 
making the mid-day change, 
.lefferson's 
principal. 
Daly 
.Macgra.vTie, said one day as she 
was leaving Jefferson for the 
high school. “ There goes Van- 
gie, off to her other world.” But 
Mrs. Askin says it’s really not 
like that. “W'hen I’m In the kin-’ 
dergarten room, my mind is 
consumed with kindergarten 
thinking. When I move to the 
high school rr>om, I just give my 
thinking to v^hat I’m doing at 
the time. 
“ Maybe It’s even easier, go­ 
ing to two different extremes.” 
she adds. 
She holds a 
bachelor of 
science degree from University 
of Illinois, and has both secon­ 
dary 
and 
elementary 
level 
teaching certificates. 
Due to cutback in teachers 
and a decrease in the number of 
teachers needed in the business 
department, Mrs. Askin v^as 
given the two different jobs in 
the system. She’s just finished 
credits in the last few years for 
her elementary certificate, and 
this is her first experience with 
the youngsters. She’s taught at 
the high school level for several 
years. 
There are differences and 
similarities between the age 
groups she teaches, according 
t(» Mrs. Askin. One of the major 
differences is the explaining or 
giving of assigments. At the 
high school level she can simply 
write instructions on the board, 
whereas in the kindergarten 
class much individual attention 
IS needed for the children to 
grasp an idea. But both age 
groups, she says, seem to want 
to get right to the task and listen 
to as little talk about it as pos­ 
sible. 
She says she gets to know a 
kindergarten student tnore per­ 
sonally than a high school 
student. She’d like to know her 
high school students better, but 
says it’s difficult because she 
only sees them for one hour a 
day, 
.Also, 
with 
kindergarten 


students there is so much they 
must learn in that first year and 
so many different basics she 
must teach to them, that she 
learns lo understand the total 
personality of each student, 
vvhert'as tht* high schtx)l is more 
task oriented. 
Using her unusual job situa­ 
tion to the advantage of both age 
levels, Mrs. .Askin came up with 
the idea of sending a high sch(M)l 
child care class to work with her 
kindergartners one day a week, 
which has so far proven very 
successful. 
A high scho(}l girl pairs up 


with the same kindergarten 
student each week to help with 
special ' projects, 
and 
con- 
sefjuently, both the youngster 
and young adult are benefited. 
The idea is also being used in 
Barbara DeVries’ kindergarten 
class at Lincoln school in St. 
Joseph. 
Mrs. Askin says she has at 
times recognized personality 
attributes 
In 
kindergarten 
students that are the same as 
some 
i)f 
her 
high 
school 
students’, and now realizes, at 
the end of her first semester of 
teaching the youngsters, how 


especially important those first 
five years of a child’s life are. 
She can see that their per­ 
sonalities at that age have 
already been basically formed. 
Mrs. Askin and her husband, 
Byron, reside in St. Joseph. 
They 
have 
two 
married 
daughters, a son at home, and 
one grandson. 
She says she enjo>-s her 
unusual job situation. It has a 
lot of qualities that many people 
will never find in their jobs — 
variety, fast moving days, and 
rarely 
a 
typically 
“ dull” 
moment.

dislrcss that is so devastating. 


Injections of antibiotics and 


vitamins arc effective when 
they are specifically needed In 
control infections and physical 
disorders. 


"Injections" of understand- 


ing, reassurance and sensitive 
awarness of the patient's emo- 
tional needs frequently can'be 
an even greater contribution to 
his health.

He then began looking for a welder 
who would teach him how lo solder for repairing refrigeration 
equipment. No welder would lake him; they said it was impossible 
to teach a blind person to solder. 


"A lot of people told me 1 couldn't do it," D'Agostino said. "I 


almost gave up."

' A friend of D'Agostino's contacted Carl Callaway, who has been 
in'the welding business for more than 35 years and recently 
opened C & M Welding shop at 1301 East Empire, Benton 
township.

"I first felt that there was no way it could be done," Callaway, a 


retired general superintendent for Benton Harbor Engineering, 
said. But Callaway agreed to meet with D'Agostino and decided 
"If he can do, the things he does, I can at least try to help him." 


The pair tried a variety of methods in attcmpting:to teach 


D'Agostino how to silver solder. Callaway first tried working with 
his eyes closed to simulate wwking blind. "I could see that it 
wasn't going to be easy," he said. 


After several futile meetings, Callaway designed a steel cylinder 


device that fits like a sleeve on copper pipe to be soldered and 
guides Hie soldering wand around the area being soldered. 


The idea wurked and D'Agostino soon learned to solder copper 


tubing in refrigeration equipment. He now hopes lo go into 
business repairing refrigeration equipment In 
1 the spring.

In the morning session of the 


pretrial conference Thursday, 
held to establish procedures, 
Judge Oliver urged the parties 
to settle their longstanding 
differences in negotiations. 


He noted the association has 


maintained It was willing 10 
agree to some kind of reserve 
system, but considered 
the 


provisions for such a system 


• negotiable. 


The owners did not respond to 


the proposal and Judge Oliver, 
who had said lie hoped to avoid 
lengthy litigation, set the court 
timetable during an afternoon 


session. 


The court here finds itself 


dealing with the greater issue of 
baseball's reserve clause as the 
result of grievances filed last 
fall by two 'pitchers, Andy Mcs- 
sorsmitn and Dayc'McNally.. 
Messcrsmlth, who was with the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, 
aiid 


McNally, with the Montreal Ex- 
pos, maintained they were free 
agents because they had not 
signed contracts before .last 
season.

rights lo players' services until 


they trade or, release them. 
They point to a provision of 
their contract With Hie players 
association saying'If u player 
declines to sign a contract by 
March 10, "the club shall have 
the right by written notice to 
renew his contract for the 
period of one year on the same 
terms." •'

Ewing Kauffmail, owner of 


the Kansas City Royals, filed 
suit in U.S. District Court here 
Oct. 28 claiming the grievances 
by Messersniilh and McN'ally 
were, in effect, illegal because

"That's exactly what a judge 


found to be illegal in football," 
I-'leishcr said, referring to a 
federal judge's ruling in Min- 
neapolis Dec. 
SO declaring 


illegal the National Football 
League's so-called Rozcllc Rule 
which bound a player to a 
team. 


"As long as there is this 


demand for compensation, the 
ease cannot be settled," said 
Kleisher.

anybody lo be free and they 
want lo own a player," said 


Fleishcr. "That's.the primary 
hangup. They refuse to give up. 
Without settling that, it's not 
conceivable or worthwhile to 
try and go forward.

The Michigan Wolverines warmed up for their Saturday show­ 
down against top-ranked Indiana with a KWi-SI whipping of W is­ 
consin Thursda> night in Bi^ Ten basketball action. 
The victory uave Michigan the undisputed conference lead with 
a .1-0 mark against Big Ten opponents. Defending conference 
champion Indiana is 20 
Elsewhere in the Big Ten Thursdav night. Northwestern downed 
Michigan State 105-89 and Minnesota defeated Illinois 77-HS. 
The hot-handed Wolverines hit 82 jier cent of their shots from the 
Tield in the first half and were led by B-foot-7 freshman Phil Hub­ 
bard. who scored IS points Michigan's Joel Thompson also tallied 


IN joints and forward John Robinson added 17. 
Wisconsin's 6-foot-10 freshman center Al Road led all scorers 
with 2K points The Badgers dropped to 2-1 in conference play 


The score was tied 10-10 after five minutes, but a three-point 
play by Robinson touched off a Wolverine scoring spree that gave 
them ieads of 22-12 and 35-20. Michigan led 55-33 at the half and 
coasted through the rt'st of the game. 


The Wo,verities now are 9-2 over all. while the Badgers are 7-3. 
Terry Furlow pumped in 4K points in Michigan State’s losing 
effort but he was countered by Northwestern’s Bob Svete and Billy 
McKinney, who hit for 30 and 23 points respectively. 


( old spi lls by the Spartans at the opening of the game and after 
halftime allowed the Wildcats to break on top and maintain their 
lead throughout the game, which gave both teams 1-2 conference

Northwestern took a 9-0 lead to start and led by that margin at 
the intermission. 46-37. 


Five minutes into the second half the Spartans again failed to 
notch a basket and their deficit grew to 18 points at 55-37. 
Northwestern raised its overall mark to 6-6 with the victory, 
while Michigan State fell to 5-7. 
Minnesota’s victory over Illinois snapped a two-game conference 
losing streak and left the Illini still looking for their first 
conference win after two starts. 
With the score tied at 32-all at the half. Ray Williams and Flip 
Saunders ignited a second-half rally that put the Gophers ahead to 
stay. Williams finished with 26 points and Saunders picked up 12, 
but most of those came in the crucial first five minutes of the 
second half. 
Rich Adams led Illinois with 19 points and Nate Williams added 
17. Osborne Lockhart contributed 17 points to Minnesota’s cause. 
The Gophers are now 9-2 over-all, while Illinois stands at 7-4.

Reserve Clause Faces Court Test 


K A N SA S C IT Y (A P ) - A 
major 
test 
of 
baseball's 
“reserve clause” mov ed up on a 
federal court docket Thursday 
when a judge’s suggestion that 
the old dispute between players 
and club owners be settled at 
the bargaining table fell on deaf 
ears. 


Judge John VV. Oliver then 
called on attorneys for the club 
owners and the Major League 
Players 
Association 
to 
lile 
briefs by Jan. 15 and scheduled 
the hearing for Jan. 19. 


In the morning session of the 


pretrial conference Thursday, 
held to establish procedures. 
Judge Oliver urged the parties 
to settle their longstanding 
differences in negotiations. 


lie noted the association has 
maintained it was willing to 
agree to some kind of reserve 
system, but 
considered the 
provisions for such a system 
negotiable. 


The owners did not respond to 
the proposal and Judge Oliver, 
who had said he ho|*‘d to avoid 
lengthy litigation, set the court 
timetable during an afternoon 


session. 


The court here finds itself 
dealing with the greater issue of 
baseball’s reserve clause as the 
result of grievances filed last 
fall by two pitchers. Andy Mes- 
sersnnth and Dave McNally. 
Messersmith. who was with the 
Los 
Angeles 
Dodgers, 
and 
McNally, with the Montreal E x ­ 
pos. maintained they were free 
agents because they had not 
signed contracts before last 
season. 


Team owners claim perpetual 
rights to players’ services until 


they trade or release them. 
They point to a provision of 
their contract with the players 
association saying if a player 
declines to sign a contract by 
March 10. "the club shall have 
the right by written notice to 
renew 
his contract for the 
period of one year on the same 
terms.” 
Ew ing Kauffman, owner of 
the Kansas City Royals, filed 
suit in U.S. District Court here 
Oct. 28 claiming the grievances 
by Messersmith and M cNally 
were, in effect, illegal because 
they were precluded by the 


contract language. 


Kauffman was joined in the 
suit by all the other owners. The 
scenario was advanced for the 
court struggle when the neutral 
party of a three-man arbitration 
panel ruled the two pitchers 
were free agents. 


The panel’s findings will have 
been overturned if Oliver rules 
in favor of the owners. 
A 
decision favoring the players 
association would provide it 
with a major breakthrough in 
its efforts to gain a revision of 
the reserve system.

NBA Owners Study Players’ Offers 


N E W Y O R K (A P ) - Na­ 
tional Basketball Association 
owners and player representa­ 
tives have concluded their la­ 
test round of meetings aimed 
at settling the controversial 
Oscar Robertson law suit out of 
court. And NBA Commissioner 
Ixirry O ’Brien says owners will 
now have to study player union 
proposals before reaching any 
conclusions. 
After ending a one-hour. 15- 
minute 
session 
Thursday. 
O'Brien said representatives of 
the Board of Governors, which 
included at least one from each 
of tin* four divisions, would 
discuss player proposals and 
report back to him. He said 
another meeting with player 
reps would tie held, most likely 
by the end of next week. 
But while O ’Brien expressed 
optimism 
in 
a 
prepared 
statement to the press Thurs­ 


day. Larry Fleisher, general 
counsel for the N B A Players 
Association, was disgruntled. 
“We reached agreement on 
nothing,” said Fleisher. He 
said the owners still 
were 
demanding compensation for a 
player who plays out his option 
and leaves a team to sign with 
another club. 
“That’s exactly what a judge 
found to be illegal in football,’’ 
Fleisher said, referring to a 
federal judge’s ruling in M in­ 
neapolis 
Dec. 
30 
declaring 
illegal the National Football 
1 /‘ague’s so-called Rozelle Rule 
which bound a player to a 
team. 
“As long as there is this 
demand for compensation, the 
ease cannot Ik* settled." said 
Fleisher. 
“They 
don’t 
ever 
want 
anybody to be free and they 
want to own a player,” said 


Fleisher. “That’s the primary 
hangup. They refuse to give up. 
Without settling that, it’s not 
conceivable or worthwhile to 
try and go forward. 
"I think if we could resolve 
one issue, we could resolve the 
others.’’ 
In his statement. O 'Brien 
said: “These negotiations...in­ 
volve complex problems not 
easily solved, but there has 
been progress on a number of 
items because of the healthy 
give-and-take 
attitude 
that 
prevailed. 
“ Each 
side 
now 
has

proposal from the other for 
study and discussion and we 
anticipate 
further 
develop­ 
ments within the next week. 
"The

The

games all over 1100 In the 
3422-1130, 1124, 1188. Included 
in the awesome total were 108 
strikes, 40 spares, nine splits 
and five misses. 


The scries, which was rolled 


in the Major League at the old 
Temple Lanes in St. Joseph, 
ranked as the fourth highest 
bowled in the nation at the time 
and at the season's end finished 
in the nation's lop 20 high 
series.

died in California in 197 at age

Corrcll, the team captain, is 


retired and lives in Hartford. He

Litlkc is the only member still 
active In league bowling.

Federal officials investigating 


Hoffa's disappearance in De- 
troit last July 30 obtained the 
search warrant to dig for the 
.body of Armand Faugrio, an 
underworld figure who had been 
'associated with major suspects 
in the Hoffa. case, but he disap-j 
peared more than a year ago. . 


Some sources have said the 


warrant really was obtained

thought Hoffa's body was buried 
in the dump.

Chevrolet was the No.' 1-selling 
American ear in 1975, but its 
place was fiercely challenged by 
two smaller cars — the Olds- 
mobile Cutlass and the Ford 
Granada. 


Of the import's. Japan's Toyo- 


ta led the field, ending Volks- 
wagen's 
20-year 
reign 
as 


America's most popular foreign 
car. Germany's VW was the No. 
2 selling foreign car in America, 
followed by Datsun, another 
Japanese import. 


Vaulting from 10th place in 


1974 to second place in 1975 of 
U.S. 
cars was the mid-size 


Cutlass, 
one 
of 
the 
few 


American cars to show a sales 
gain in the past year. 


In third place was a new- 


comer, the compact Granada, 
which 
debuted 
in 
U.S. 


showrooms in the fall of 1974. 


The full-size Ford, the tradi- 


tional runner-lip to Chevy, fell to 
fourth place in 1975. while the ' 
mid-size Chcvcllc remained in 
fifth. 


Chevy has been the runaway 


leader during 15 of the past 16 
years. With sales of 565.400 in 
1974, it outsold No. 2 Ford by 
nearly 150,000 units. 


Chevy held onto the top spot 


last year despite a 29 per cent 
sales decline, but its lead over 
Cutlass was only 57,000 — 


400,100 to 342,900. 


Cutlass and Granda were the 


only cars among the top 10 to 
show sales gains over 1974. The 
other eight showed declines 
ranging from 2 to 35 per cent. 


Cutlass was up '24 per cent. 


Granda was up 450 per cent, but 
the 
percentage 
figure 
is 


misleading'since Granada did 
not go on sale in l!174 until the 
last three months of the year. 


Industry analysts say Cutlass 


and Granada may overtake 
Chevy this year as the consumer 
swing to smaller, more fuel-ef- 
ficient cars continues. 


General Motors is shrinking 


its full-size cars beginning in 
1977, so Chevy will be fighting to 
hold onto its traditional top spot. 


Although it will still be called a 
family car, the Chevy will be 
sized close to the current 
Cutlass, which GM plans to 
shrink in 1!)7S.

Tom Paine Was Revolutionary War's Ernie Pyle

Everybody knows someone 


like Thomas Paine, (he groat 
theorist and persuader of the 
American Revolution! He was: 
one of those fellows with the 


'. maddening habit of being right 
when he had ho right to be. 


Paine was an absolute flop at 


just about everything he tried 
except arguing cracker-barrel 
philosophy, and then he was 
superlative. 


lie came from poor parents. 


His education was meager. Me 
was lazy in. school and in 
business. He seemed to have the 
idea he was smart enough to 
start at the top. 


And yet he became one of the 


leading men in an age of great 
men with the publication of 
"Common Sense" 200 years ago 
this week, liven John Adams, 
who thoroughly disliked. Paine, 
conceded, "I know not whether 
any man in the world has had 
mure influence on il.s inhabi- 
tants or affairs for the last 311 
years than Tom Paine.". 


Paine was a man of his limes, 


and of ours. His central belief 
was thai I he system had to bo 
right for anything else to be 
right. And the people are the 
best guardians of their own 
interests. 


"I consider freedom as per- 


sonal property," he said. "If 


dangerous in the hands of the 
poor from ignorance, it is at 
least equally dangerous in the 
hands 
of 
the 
rich 
from 


influence."1

life could rest only on fairness to 
all. 


"Whenever I use the words 


freedom or rights," he said, "I 
desire to bo understood to mean 
a perfect equality of them ... the 
floor of freedom is as level as 
water."

pay. The effort cost Paine his 
post, but it won him recognition 
as the author of an impressive 
petition and introduced him to 
the intellectual circles of Lon- 
don, which at the time included 
Benjamin Franklin. 


At 37, Paine.had lost two 


wives and half-a-dozen jobs, but 
Franklin recommended him to 
America as an "ingenious, 
worthy

talent in Paine and launched 
him on a new career as a jour- 
nalist.

He took the 
reader to the: action, like an 
early day Ernie Pyle. 


At Valley Forge, he perceived 


the spirit which would save the 
army and pictured; it "like an 
army of beavers, every one 
busy; some carrying 
logs, 


others mud, and the rest plas- 
tering them together." 


In the hopeless waning weeks. 


of 1778, Paine produced his 
other great-gift lo-Americai a 
simple but-eloquent plea that 
the people stand firm in "the 
limes that try men's souls." 


George Washington had it 


read to his soldiers,' and even 
the enemy granted'that it "had 
more than the intended effect." 


With ' peace; in ' America; 


revolution spread to Europe and 


Paine followed it. In defense of 
the French Revolution he wrote 


The Rights of Man 
in which 


he said government exists to 
sprvc living.people, not outworn 
institutions.

warned, people would be free. 


'It would be an act of wisdom 


to anticipate their approach, 
and produce revolutions by 
reason and accommodation, 
rather lhan'commit them to the 


issue ol convulsions 
he wrote 


In France, he was made 


homirary'citizen and member of 
the "National Convention. But he 
spent a year in jailfor telling 
the revolutionaries they were 
going too far. 


In 1794 while he was, still in 


prison, Paine published "The 
Age of Reason," spelling out a 
theology which 
many men 


believed but few dared flaunt at 
the world. 


Paine said nature itself wds 


proof of a creator and that he 
believed 
in 
God 
and 
Ihe 


hereafter 
But he attacked 


traditional religion.as a means 
of quieting oppressed people 
rather than serving God. 


And traditional religion joined 


forces, with traditional polities 
to crush Paine, lie was falsely 
branded an atheist; and by the 
time he returned to America in 
1802 he was a social outcast.

i^aine discovered he had a 
knack for these arguments and 
studii*d to lx)lster his skills. The 
education he missed at school 
was gained before a tavern 
hearth. 


In I77‘2. his fellow excisemen 
called on this talent to help 
thi'iii in a campaign for higher 
pay. The effort cost Paine his 
post, but it won him recognition 
as the author of an impressive 
pt'tition and introduced him to 
the intellectual circles of Lon­ 
don, which at the time included 
Hi'iijamin Franklin. 


At 37. Paine had lost two 
wives and half-a-do/en jobs, but 
FYanklin recommended him to 
America as an 
“ingenious, 
worthy 
young 
man.” 
The 
AnKTtcan cause, then boiling 
toward war, stirred the great 
talent in Paine and launched 
him on a new carecT as a jour­ 
nalist. 


Paine 
had 
been 
in 
Philadelphia less than a year 
when it was suggesttKl he write 
a 
treatise 
in 
support 
of 
American 
independence. 
On 
.Ian. 10, 177H, ‘J0() years ago Sa­ 
turday, hii> “Common Sense” 
appeared. 


It 
was 
said 
the 
47-page 
pamphlet hit America “with an 
effect which has rarely been 
productni by typt»s and paper in 
any age or country.” Six months 
later Congress voted indepen­ 
dence. 


Paine then turned to the 
battlefront. where he bwam e 
one of our first and lH*st war 
correspondents. He took the 
ri'ader to the action, like an 
early day P>nie Py le. 


At Valley F'orge. he jXTceived 
the spirit which would save the 
army and pictured It “like an 
army of bt'avers. every one 
busy; 
s(»me 
carrying 
logs, 
others mud, and the rest plas- 
t(*rin.g them together.” 


In the hofK*U*ss waning weeks 
of 1776, Paine produced his 
other great gift to America, a 
simple but eliKiuent plea that 
the people stand firm in “the 
tiiiu's that try men’s souls.” 
(ieorge Washington had it 
read to his soldiers, and even 
the enemy granted that it “had 
more than the intended effi'c't.” 
\M th 
f>eace 
in 
. \m e n c a . 
revolution spread to E urope and 


F*aine followt><l it. In defense of 
the French Revolution he wrote 
"The Rights of Man,” in which 
he said government exists to 
serve living |X*ople, not outworn 
institutions. 
C hanges w ere co m ing , 
he 
warned, people would Ix* free. 
“It would be an act of wisdom 
to anticipate their approach, 
and produce revolutions by 
reason 
and 
accommodation, 
rather than commit them to the 


issue of convulsions,” he wrote. 
In France, he was made 
honorarv citi/en and member of 
the National Convention. But he 
spt'nt a year in jail for telling 
the revolutionaries they were 
going t»M) far. 
In 1794. while he was still in 
prison, Paine published “The 
Age of Reason,” spelling out a 
theologj 
which 
many 
men 
fx*lie\ed but few dared flaunt at 
the world. 


Paine said nature itself was 
proof of a creator and that he 
believed 
in 
God 
and 
the 
hereafter. 
But 
he attacked 
traditional religion as a means 
of quieting oppressed people 
rather than serv ing God. 
/\nd traditional religion joined 
forces with traditional politics 
to crush Paine. He was falsely 
branded an atheist, and by the 
time he returned to America in 
1802 he was a s(K*ial outcast.
